is Endorsed 

Amendments to Income Tax 
Act were endorsed in a resoln- 
tion carried unanimously at the 
Wednesday afternoon session of 
the Dominion convention of the 
Canadian Credit Men’s Trust As- 
sociation now in convention at 
the Muecdonald hotel. The reso- 
lution will be forwarded to the 
minister of finance with the re- 
quest that the requisite legisla- 
tion be enacted at the next pese- 


ion of parliament. 

‘Amongst the more important 
clauses in the resolution are that:— 

The levy be made on the average 
income over @ period of three years 
instead of on the present yearly 
baFis. 

More Exemptions Asked 

Exemptions be allowed for Fed- 
eral income tax in full and life in- 
surance premiums paid, aot to ex- 
ceed $500 

The depreciation allowed for the 
firat year on automotive equipmen: 
be increared from 25 per cent. to 35 
per cent. 

The government's preferential lien 
for income tax as against other cred- 
itors, be limited to one year. 

Mutual arrangements be entered 
into with the provinces whereby the 
collection of income tax would be 
handled by one set of officials, thus 
eliminating the expense of maintain- 
ing fefiecral and provincial staffs for 


“thin purpose. 


The facilities for appeal agninst 
rulings of the minister of finance by 
the small taxpayer to a board of 
local referees before the appeal goes 
to the exchequer court, be restored. 

Other resolutions endorsed were 
that there be reiterated the desire 
for close co-operation with retail 
trades organizations and tender the 
retail organizations good will wad 
appreciation of how closely the two 
organizations were intertwined and 
tu continue and develop the prezent 
cordial relations; that the thanks 
aad appreciation of the association 
bo expressed to J. H. Trego, of the 
National Association of Credit Men 
of the United States who has re- 
signed his advisory capacity to the C. 
Cc. M. 'T. A. and that all credit men 
be urged to bear in mind thel e- 
sponsibilities and opportunities and 
seek all means to demoastrate such 
ubility along productive lines.

“Developing Business Through the | 


Credit Department,” was the theme 
of an inspirational address by G. ©. 
Hocking, of the Imperial Ol] coia- 
pany, of Winaipeg. 

Not so long ago, said Mr. Hocking, 
in the history of business the credit 
tanager’s position was one of splen- 
did tsolation in which he seemed 
only conceraed in the safety of his 
judgment of a credit risk and the 
keeping down of losses. In common 
with most policies the “old order 
changeth, yielding place to the new” 
in the march of progress and while 
ii was deplored that some few of the 
old types still survived yet the real 
credit man of today, by his construc- 
ttive methods, had gained greatly in 
recognition of his place in the adopt- 
ed plan of business.
